It will be seen from the advertised 
notice of the petitioners for the erection of a 
school district at Calgary that the petition 
is for the erection of a protestant public 
schoul district, and in the face of the fact 
that the insertion of the word ‘protestant’ 
in the petition has been adversely criticised 
by some of the townspeople, it may be as 
well to point out that the criticism is out 
of place, the school ordinance of 1884 
giving the petitioners no choice in the mat- 
ter, but calling on them to state specifically 
the religious persuasion of the proposed 
district. In fact the Calgary petitioners 
didomit the word ‘‘protestant’’ in the- 
first instance, with the result that the 
petition had to be returned to them by the 
Lt. Governor to have the omission remedied. 
Ifthe Roman Catholic members of the 
district had wished, it would have been 
perfectly in order for them to have 
petitioned to have the same district pro- 
claimed aleo a Roman Catholic public schoo! 
district, in which case all the residents 
of the district would have been equally 
taxed, and the trustees of the two districts 


could have avreed on making wate of the” ~~~ 


same building and teacher for the anited 
schools. This however can be done at 
any tine, the procedure necessary to have the 
district proclaimed 2 Roman Catholic 
public school district being precisely 
similar tothat which is now being em- 
ployed in the present instance, 

‘The system of school government which 
obtains in the territories renders this duat 
action neeessary. ‘Ihe board of education 
for the territories consists of twelve mem- 
bers, six of whom are Protestant and six 
Romar Catholic, But the board does not 
devote itself to the schools of the North- 
west indiscriminately, It resolves itself 
into two sections, the one consisting of the 
Protestant and the other of the Roman 
Catholic members of the board, and each 
section looks after the schools of its faith, 

It will be seen from this that the ordin- 
ance dees not contemplate the existence of 
purely secular schools where the question 
of faith has no place, but provides a dual 
public school system, or one of one faith 
only, as asked for by the residents of any 
district. 

It is to be hoped that the Roman Catho- 
lic residents of the proposed Protestant 
public school district will not be loug in 
having the district also proclaimed a Ro- 
man Catholic public school district im the 
manner provided by the ordinance, so that 
all the children of suitable age in the dis- 
trict may be provid? alike with the ad- 
vantages of a school in cheir midst,

Settlers and Ranchers, 


The Department of the Interior has been 
the first of the departments to make its 
report to parliament this sesvioy. There 
are several passages in it which are of 
interest to the who's of the Northwest, 
and some particularly interesting to resi- 
dents in Alberta, The homestead entries 
in 1884 were 523,280 acres against 970,- 
719during the preceding year. The pre- 
emptions were 364,068 acres, against 659,- 
120; sales 213,172 acres, against 202,143. 
The total receipts for the year were $788,- 
136 against $625,962 in 1883. The col- 
onization companies paid $253,713; or- 
dinary sales $423,113. The receipts 
from timber, mineral and grazing lands 
were $104,616 against §171,V12 for the pre- 
ceding year, Three hundred townships 
of 6,400,000 acres were set out for settle- 
ment. The operations of survey have 
been curtailed for the present in view of 
the large area covered, although surveys of 
important trails are to be continued from 
time to time,
